tests will be released, Fri¬ 
day, Nov. 2, and Gallatin 
County Superintendent of 
Schools Dot Perkins says 
some parents and students 
may be disappointed with 
what they see.

tinguished’ under the old 
assessment testing sys¬ 
tem may now be listed 
as ‘Proficient’ or even 
‘Apprentice’ in the new 
system,” said Perkins. 
“This will be difficult for 
parents to understand and 


may make some students, 
parents and even teachers 
and administrators un¬ 
comfortable. We expect 
this and embrace it. These 
new assessment results 
are the starting line, not 
the finish line.” 

Many reading and 


math test scores will be 
lower than what parents 
are used to because of 
higher standards and lon¬ 
ger, more difficult tests, 
explained Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation Commissioner Ter¬ 
ry Holliday.

Kentucky issues Tax Amnesty 


This is a perfect time 
to pay back-taxes owed to 
Kentucky. 

The commonwealth 
has instituted a “Tax Am¬ 
nesty” period through No¬ 
vember 30, during which 
all penalties and fees will 
be waived for delinquent 
taxpayers. This is the first 
such program in ten years 
and is a good time to take 
care of old tax bills. 

The amnesty offer is 
expected to bring in about 
$56 million for Kentucky. 
A similar program in 2002 
netted $41 million. 


Taxpayers often get 
into trouble after suffering 
such life-altering events 
as divorce, bankruptcy, or 
job loss. When this hap¬ 
pens, individuals some¬ 
times skip filing state 
taxes, in hopes of better 
times in the future. They 
may even forget. Either 
way penalties and interest 
can pile up fast. 

“It’s not uncommon,” 
said state spokesman Pa¬ 
mela Trautner. “People 
just forget to file it be¬ 
cause they have a life is¬ 
sue and once they forget 


to file they are scared to 
do anything thereafter.” 

Amnesty could also 
benefit those who formed 
businesses that failed and 
for which they did not file 
returns.

a drop but they shouldn’t 
panic,” said Holliday. 
“It’s all about helping 
our kids be ready for the 
global marketplace where 
they’re going to have to 
compete.” 

“What we are teach¬ 
ing is more rigorous and 
challenging than ever be¬ 
fore and it comes at a time 
when funding is being 
cut and ripped out from 
under us,” said Perkins. 
“We have always risen to 
the challenge and we will 
again. We continue to see 
growth in our ACT scores 
and that means the num¬ 
ber of students who are 
college and career ready 
when they graduate is in¬ 
creasing.” 

Officials caution par¬ 
ents from comparing this 
year’s results to last year’s 
because the tests are very 
different. “What we have 
done is establish a new 
baseline,” said Holiday. 

Last year’s results 
showed 71.9 percent of 
Gallatin County’s el¬ 
ementary school students 
were Proficient in read¬ 
ing and 63.9 percent were 
Proficient in math. In the 
Middle School, 64.3 per¬ 
cent of the students were 
Proficient in reading and 
55.5 percent were Profi¬ 
cient in math. In the high 
school, 50.4 percent were 
Proficient in reading and 
41.7 percent were Profi¬ 
cient in math. 

The new Scores to be 
released on Nov. 2, are the 
result of tests in reading, 
math, science and social 
studies that students in 
grades 3-12 took in May. 
Scores in social stud¬ 
ies, science and writing 
should be in line with pre¬ 
vious years because the 


content has not changed 
in those subjects. 

Perkins said principals 
and teachers are anxious 
to see how their students 
fared even if the scores 
in reading and math are 
lower than in the past. 
The schools received the 
test results last week to 
give officials time to re¬ 
view them before they are 
released to the public. 

The previous testing 
system (the Common¬ 
wealth Accountability 
Testing System or CATS) 
had an objective of simply 
getting students to aca¬ 
demic proficiency. It was 
replaced with Unbridled 
Learning, a testing sys¬ 
tem that focuses on stu¬ 
dents’ college and career 
readiness in an attempt to 
ensure their success after 
high school. 

“The new scores will 
show we have things to 
celebrate and things to be 
concerned about,” said 
Perkins. “Nevertheless, 
our school system is more 
than just test scores. We 
provide many more ser¬ 
vices and opportunities 
to our kids than just test¬ 
ing. We will never give 
up on any of our children. 
We work hard every day 
to improve the quality of 
life our students, which in 
turn, improves the quality 
of life for our entire com¬ 
munity. We finally have 
facilities that are compa¬ 
rable to any other district 
in the state. We believe 
our children deserve this 
and we owe it to them to 
help them be college, ca¬ 
reer and life ready.” 

Perkins said the scores 
would be analyzed at a 
joint meeting of the Board 
of Education and Site 
Based Decision Mak¬ 
ing Councils (SBDM) on 
Nov. 12.

Andy Barr is lying about Ben Chandler 


In their effort to unseat Democrat¬ 
ic Rep. Ben Chandler in Kentucky’s 
6th Congressional District, Repub¬ 
lican Andy Barr and his allies are 
gaining ground by telling lies. 

Meanwhile, Barr’s biggest ally, 
the coal industry, is facing some hard 
truths. And that could mean harder 
times for the Central Appalachian 
coalfield and more challenges for all 
of Kentucky. 

Barr has been running an ad that 
was misleading to the point of un¬ 
truth. Chandler ran a television com¬ 
mercial calling Barr’s ad featuring a 
Western Kentucky coal executive “a 
big lie” because the executive was 
masquerading as a miner. 

The executive has been a miner, 
and has maintained his certification, 
but in the long-standing language of 
coal mining in Kentucky, there are 
miners, and there are operators, and 
executives belong in the latter cat¬ 
egory. To place them otherwise is an 
affront to real miners. 

The National Republican Con¬ 
gressional Committee has an engag¬ 
ing but deceitful radio spot in which 
one older man tells another that 
Chandler ran an ad attacking a coal 
miner. While the graphics in Chan¬ 
dler’s ad used “big lie” next to the 
coal executive’s picture, the ad was 
attacking Barr. 

The ads about the miner-turned- 
executive have given Barr and his 
allies some traction and more of 
an opening to go after Chandler on 
a substantive issue: his vote for the 
2009 “cap and trade” bill that would 
have limited air pollution from coal- 
fired power plans, hurt the industry 
and raised electric rates. But they 
overstate their case to the point of 
falsehood. 

Barr blames Chandler’s vote for 
the industry’s current problems, but 
the House-passed bill stalled in the 
Senate. It’s fair to argue what the bill 
might have done, but not to act like it 
became law. 


A mailer from the state Republi¬ 
can Party says Chandler and President 
Obama “even teamed up with the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency to im¬ 
pose stringent regulations on the coal 
industry in an effort to shut it down.” 
Come on. Members of Congress don’t 
pass regulations, and Chandler voted 
for a bill last month to negate some of 
the regulations. 

At the heart of the coal-related at¬ 
tacks on Chandler-Obama is the biggest 
lie, that Obama’s environmental poli¬ 
cies are responsible for the 2,000-plus 
coal jobs Kentucky lost this year. Those 
layoffs stemmed mainly, perhaps only, 
from two things - last year’s warm win¬ 
ter and resulting stockpiles of coal, and 
freshly abundant and cheap natural gas, 
to which coal-fired plants are switching. 
And metallurgical coal mines are be¬ 
ing hurt by the economic slowdown in 
China. 

The most troubled coalfield is in 
Central Appalachia where mining has 
become more difficult and expensive 
mainly because most of the easily reach¬ 
able coal reserves are gone. Alan Stagg, 
perhaps the most respected consultant 


to the Appalachian coal industry, says 
the region’s problems have little to do 
with Obama and a lot to do with mar¬ 
kets, technology and geology. 

“Stagg is irked when those who are 
in a position to educate the public and 
help plan for the decline of Appalachian 
coal use its decline instead for political 
gain,” wrote Pam Kasey of The State 
Journal , a business-oriented weekly in 
West Virginia. Stagg, a West Virginian, 
has been pessimistic about his home 
coalfield’s future for years, but he ap¬ 
pears gloomier than ever about it, and 
that should set off alarm bells - not just 
in coal county seats but in state capitals 
and Washington. 

Thirty years ago, my friend Homer 
Marcum would ask almost every week 
in his old newspaper, The Martin Coun- 
tian , “What do we do when the coal is 
gone?” He wanted his county and oth¬ 
ers in the coalfield to plan ahead but 
they and their state governments have 
done too little of that, and now it may 
be too late.

Doctor Dirt...

Dear Doctor Dirt, 

Every fall, I pay per¬ 
fectly good money for 
new mulch for the beds 
around my property. I 
usually do this immedi¬ 
ately after I rake, bag, 
or burn bushels upon 
bushels of perfectly 
good leaves. Am I miss¬ 
ing something here? 
Couldn’t I just rake the 
leaves into the beds and 
kill two birds with one 
stone? Let me here.

Dear B.S., 

It does seem odd doesn’t 


Leaves don’t make the 
best mulch in the world. 
The problem is that it’s 
easy to overdo it. Two 
or three inches of fallen 
leaves won’t hurt any¬ 
thing, but a foot of leaves 
will! By their very nature, 
layers of leaves form a 
dense mat that won’t al¬ 
low water penetration or 
air movement into the 
soil. It can really choke- 
out the plants. Shredded 
leaves are less prone to 
this than whole leaves, 
but can still be a problem 
when overused. 

What do I recommend? 
Go ahead and use leaves 
for mulching in fall. By 
spring or early summer 
they will have decom¬ 
posed or blown away. 
Then come back in with 
your bark mulch to get 
you through the rest of the 
season. 

What do you do with 


all the extra leaves? Com¬ 
posting is a good possibil¬ 
ity. You can also apply a 
thick layer now to your 
vegetable garden plot. It’ll 
keep down winter weeds 
and add organic matter for 
next spring.

Alcohol As A Drug 


Alcohol is the most dangerous drug consumed by teenagers. In 2009 14.7 
percent of teenagers ages 12 to 17 used alcohol and almost 11 percent engaged 
in binge or heavy drinking. The combination of alcohol and driving is especially 
deadly for teenagers. In 2007, vehicle accidents were the leading cause of death 
among those aged 15 to 20. Although this group accounts for only 6 percent of 
drivers, they accounted for 19 percent of fatal accidents. A total of 7,650 drivers 
or passengers aged 15 to 20 died in 2007. Over half -- 57 percent -- of the young 
drivers had measureable blood alcohol levels. The alcohol leads to dangerous 
decisions --75 percent of the young, drinking drivers whodied had not fastened

Hunting packages available at Greenbo Park 


Six ways to learn 
something new 


Greenbo Lake State 
Resort Park in northeast¬ 
ern Kentucky is offering 
special lodging and hunt¬ 
ing packages for deer and 
turkey hunters. 

Packages include 
meals and lodging at the 
park's Jesse Stuart Lodge 
in Greenup County. Avail¬ 
able hunts include ar¬ 
chery-only deer hunts, or 
turkey hunts in the fall or 
spring seasons. These are 
not quota hunts, but are 
bonus hunts open to those 
who purchase the special 
package from the park. 

"Greenbo State Resort 
Park is especially well- 
suited for hunting," said 


Rick Mauro, northeastern 
region public lands wild¬ 
life biologist for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 
"Deer and turkeys are 
abundant on the park's 
3,250 acres of heavily for¬ 
ested habitat. State parks 
juggle many objectives 
including good steward¬ 
ship of game populations. 
Hunting deer and turkeys 
not only provides recre¬ 
ational opportunity, but 
it also plays a key role in 
management of these spe¬ 
cies." 

Deer hunting dates for 
2012 include Nov. 1-4, 
Nov. 29-Dec. 2 and Dec. 


13-16. These archery-only 
hunts offer a bonus oppor¬ 
tunity, as two deer may be 
taken on bonus permits 
issued by Greenbo Lake 
State Resort Park. These 
permits do not count to¬ 
ward the statewide deer 
bag limit. 

The two deer may be 
antlerless (female or but¬ 
ton buck) or hunters may 
take one antlerless and 
one antlered deer (buck). 
This gives participating 
hunters a chance at har¬ 
vesting an additional ant¬ 
lered deer. 

The park also offers 
fall turkey shotgun hunts 
on Oct. 27-29 and Dec. 
4-7. For next spring's tur¬ 
key season, the park offers 


hunts on Apr. 15-17, 2013 
and Apr. 22-24,2013. Tur¬ 
keys bagged during these 
hunts do count toward 
statewide bag limits. 

Each hunt requires a 
separate package. Each 
package includes three 
days of hunting, three 
nights at the Jesse Stu¬ 
art Lodge and breakfast, 
lunch and dinner each 
day. Packages cost $225 
a person for double occu¬ 
pancy and $335 a person 
for single occupancy.

We’ve all heard of ath¬ 
letes who train for years 
before reaching their goal 
of winning a big competi¬ 
tion, but have you heard 
of people who actively 
enhance their ability to 
remember and learn with 
innovative brain boosting 
strategies? 

As millions of people 
move into middle age and 
grow older, many experi¬ 
ence age-related changes 
like forgetfulness, dif¬ 
ficulty concentrating, or 
memory lapses such as 
misplacing their car keys 
from time to time. 

Some people work 
on improving their brain 
power by learning some¬ 
thing new, for example: 
taking a class, working on 
difficult crossword puz¬ 
zles or learning to play a 
musical instrument that 
requires concentration 
and focus. 

Many people are look¬ 
ing for brand new strate¬ 
gies to help them improve 
their ability to learn and 
remember what they just 
learned. 

The benefits of protect¬ 
ing our brain’s health as 
we age are endless. Here 
are six exercises you can 
do to help boost your abil¬ 
ity to learn and remem¬ 
ber. 

Pay sharp attention to 
what you want to remem¬ 
ber. You can’t remember 
something new if you’re 
multi-tasking and are dis¬ 
tracted. 

Did you know it takes 
only 8 seconds or less to 
process a new piece of 
information and code it 
into your brain’s storage 
system? But you can’t 


do that if you aren’t pay¬ 
ing attention to that brand 
new information you want 
to retain. 

Write down what 
you’ve learned. If you 
write it, either by typing 
or longhand, it may help 
imprint the information 
on your brain. 

Involve the senses. Try 
to relate the information 
you’re trying to remem¬ 
ber to tastes, smells, col¬ 
ors, and textures. If you’re 
a visual learner, this may 
help ‘lock in’ that new 
bit of information in your 
brain. 

Make up your own 
acronyms. When you’re 
memorizing a list of in¬ 
formation like the names 
of all the Great Lakes, 
try memorizing them 
with a single word like 
“HOMES.” That word 
connects the first letter 
of each lake’s name: Hu¬ 
ron, Ontario, Michigan, 
Erie, and Superior into 
one word that may help 
you remember each lake’s 
name. 

Review the information 
after you learn it. Instead 
of cramming to learn new 
information, review it the 
same day you learn it but 
leave time between re¬ 
membering it and review¬ 
ing it. 

Many people have an 
easier time recalling mem¬ 
ories when they don’t try 
to remember at lot of in¬ 
formation all at once. 

Work on understanding 
basic ideas first. If you’re 
trying to memorize com¬ 
plex information, concen¬ 
trate on the bigger ideas 
first then focus on the de¬ 
tails later.

Think safety first during 
Halloween family festivities 


Halloween is the sec¬ 
ond largest commercial 
holiday in the United 
States. There are fun and 
frightening activities to 
partake in this fall season, 
but keep in mind the fol¬ 
lowing safety tips so fes¬ 
tivities remain a treat for 
all. 

Have a Safe Scare at a 
Haunted House 

Haunted houses may be 
required to abide by fire 
and safety codes and may 
be subject to inspections 
before the general public 
is allowed to attend. Some 
may also be required to 
have a sprinkler system, 
early warning smoke or 
heat detectors, emergency 
lights, easy access doors, 
and other safety features. 
But regulations may not 
be the same in all areas 
and you are responsible 
for your own safety. To 
stay safe while visiting a 
haunted house: 

•Take a flashlight with 
you. Even though the 
safety lighting might be 
fine for others, it may not 
be great for you. 

•If you are going with 
small children, attach a 
glow stick to their cloth¬ 
ing so they can be easily 
found in the dark. 

•If there are stairs in 
the haunted house, be 
sure to use handrails and 
walk, do not run, up or 
down the stairs. 

•If visiting a haunted 
house in a group, have a 
meeting place in case you 
get split up. 

•Know where the ex¬ 
its are before entering the 
haunted house. Some at¬ 
tractions will provide you 
a map of the house so you 
are aware of where you 
are going when inside. 

•Keep an adult in the 
front and rear of your 
group going through the 
haunted house to help 
monitor young children 
so they do not stray. 

Don’t Get Lost in 
the Corn Maze 

Corn mazes are large 
fields of corn stalks, any¬ 
where from a small field 
to more than 20 acres in 
size. They can be great 
fun if they are completed 
safely. 

•Equip your group 
with flashlights and cell 
phones and try to stick 
together. 

•Some mazes provide 
young children and groups 
with colored flags to wave 
in the air if they get lost. 
There are also mazes that 
have call boxes that will 
turn on a light to alert an 
attendant that you are lost 


or need assistance. 

•Teach young children 
to not go outside of the 
maze’s path. There may 
be a busy road or another 
unknown property be¬ 
yond the corn stalks. 

•Wear appropriate 
clothing and shoes as 
you will be outside. If 
the path is not wide, corn 
stalks may scratch your 
arms. Remember that 
rain can create muddy, 
slippery surfaces. Fallen 
corn stalks may also be a 
tripping hazard, so watch 
your step. 

•Avoid smoking while 
in the maze as dry corn 
stalk could easily catch 
fire. 

Hold on During 
the Hayride 

Hayrides, whether 
haunted or not, can be a 
very enjoyable experi¬ 
ence for any age. Sitting 
atop a truck, wagon or 
sleigh decorated with hay 
or straw is a great fam¬ 
ily tradition. Be sure to 
follow all signage at the 
hayride along with these 
tips: 

•Be cautious when 
loading and unloading 
from the hayride. Make 
sure the hayride is at a 
complete stop before get¬ 
ting onboard or off. If 
there are steps, they could 
be slippery because of the 
hay or straw. 

•Be careful when find¬ 
ing a place to sit. Your 
foot could easily slip be¬ 
tween bales if you walk 
on them. 

•Make sure everyone in 
your group is sitting at all 
times during the hayride 
and all arms and legs are 
kept inside the wagon. 

•Hold on to small 
children and railings as 
bumps in the path could 
easily bounce you and 
them off of your seat. 

•If the hayride is horse- 
drawn, be careful around 
the horse and do not ap¬ 
proach it if the hayride 
operator states not to. If 
it is a tractor pulling the 
wagon, do not touch it as 
there are many handles 
and buttons that could ac¬ 
cidently be pushed. The 
tractor could also be hot 
from running for a long 
period. 

•Do not walk in the 
hayride path. Stay in a 
safe, well-lit area when 
you are not riding. 

Always remember to 
wear proper attire and 
footwear and plan for 
weather restrictions. En¬ 
joy fall festivities by 
planning in advance and 
being safety-conscious.

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Anticipation builds as 
deer season nears peak

Drunken drivers can’t hide behind Halloween costumes 


It is mid-October and 
anticipation builds as Ken¬ 
tucky's deer season nears its 
peak: the opening of modem 
gun season. 

This year's opening day 
on Nov. 10 is timed to coin¬ 
cide with the onset of the mt, 
the white-tailed deer's annual 
mating season. 

Here are some observa¬ 
tions at this stage of the sea¬ 
son: 

The archery harvest con¬ 
tinues to make news. Hunt¬ 
ers took a record 5,578 deer 
during September. 

It was the first time the 
archery harvest during Sep¬ 
tember exceeded 5,000 and 
the fifth straight year that 
archers achieved a record 
harvest during the opening 
month of bow season. The 
season harvest total by ar¬ 
chers has also risen the past 
five years, from 13,941 in 
the 2007-2008 archeiy deer 
season to 18,170 last season. 

"In the Zone 1 and Zone 
2 counties it's important that 
there are more than 50 per¬ 
cent does in the harvest. This 
slows growth, improves sex 
ratios, and generally helps 
to stabilize herds," said Tina 
Bmnjes, big game coordina¬ 
tor for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. "The continued 
harvest of does is a key com¬ 
ponent in our harvest strat¬ 
egy.” 

About 25 percent of suc¬ 
cessful deer hunters take two 
or more deer. The overall 
statewide harvest is expect¬ 
ed to remain in the range of 
110,000 to 120,000 deer a 
year, since the number of 
hunters is stable. 

The overall age structure 
of the deer harvest indicates 
hunters are passing up young 
deer. 

"The majority of antlered 
bucks taken during the 2011- 
12 season were at least 2 1/2 
years old," said Bmnjes. "Fe¬ 
male age class distribution in 
the harvest was nearly iden¬ 
tical. Most does taken were 


mature adults, 2 1/2 years 
old or older. The harvest of 
older does should be a prior¬ 
ity to maintain a healthy, bal¬ 
anced herd." 

Adult does are more 
likely to have twins and they 
tend to mn off the yearling 
bucks in their range. 

The trend of hunters pass¬ 
ing on young deer is reflect¬ 
ed by the statistics on trophy 
deer taken in Kentucky. 
These stats are compelling. 

During the past three sea¬ 
sons, 172 deer reported to 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
qualified for entry into the 
Boone & Crockett record 
book, including a record 68 
taken during the 2011-2012 
season deer season. 

Last season, the trophy 
deer taken in Kentucky came 
from 44 different Kentucky 
counties. In the past three 
seasons, trophy deer have 
been harvested from 81 of 
120 Kentucky counties. 

Some of the Kentucky 
counties that produced the 
most Boone & Crockett re¬ 
cord book deer the past three 
seasons include: Ohio and 
Whitley, seven deer; Casey, 
Greenup and Hardin, six 
deer; Boone and Owen, five 
deer; Christian, Lewis, Shel¬ 
by and Todd, four deer, and 
Bracken, Campbell, Fulton, 
Gallatin, Henry, Kenton and 
McLean, three deer. 

"Kentucky deer hunt¬ 
ers have an opportunity to 
harvest trophy class deer in 
virtually any county," said 
Bmnjes. 

Despite the hot, dry 
summer, wildlife biologists 
found a statewide average 
of 52 percent of the white 
oaks and 66 percent of the 
red oaks produced acorns 
this year. "Based on what 
we observed, this year's mast 
crop is rated average for 
white oaks (40 to 59 percent 
of trees produced mast), and 
good for red oaks (60 to 79 
percent)," said Ben Robin¬ 
son, wildlife biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 


As party-going ghosts 
and goblins celebrate 
Halloween this October, 
the Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety (KOHS) 
reminds everyone to keep 
the party off the road. 

“There isn’t a Hal¬ 
loween costume clever 
enough to hide an im¬ 
paired driver who has 
made the poor decision 
to get behind the wheel,” 
said KOHS Director of 
Highway Safety Bill Bell. 
“Whether you’ve had one 
too many or way too many 
it is just not worth the risk. 
Remember, Buzzed driv¬ 
ing is drunk driving.” 

Nighttime is an espe¬ 


cially dangerous time to be 
on the road, but Hallow¬ 
een night is often one of 
the deadliest nights of the 
year for impaired drivers. 
According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, in 2009, 
48 percent of all highway 
fatalities across the nation 
on Halloween night (6 p.m. 
Oct. 31 to 5:59 a.m. Nov. 1) 
involved a driver or a mo¬ 
torcycle rider with a Blood 
Alcohol Concentration of 
0.08 or higher, which is il¬ 
legal in every state. 

“Don’t make Hallow¬ 


een an event to forget by 
driving drunk,” said Bell. 
“It’s a fact that, too often, 
impaired drivers don’t 
plan ahead and end up 
making the roads scarier 
than their costumes.” 

The KOHS recom¬ 
mends these simple tips 
for a safe Halloween: 

Plan a safe way home 
before the festivities begin; 

Before drinking, des¬ 
ignate a sober driver; 

If you’re impaired, use 
a taxi, call a sober friend 
or family member, or use 
public transportation; 


If you happen to see a 
drunk driver on the road, 
don’t hesitate to contact 
local law enforcement; 

And remember, Friends 
Don’t Let Friends Drive 
Drunk. If you know some¬ 
one who is about to drive 
or ride while impaired, 
take their keys and help 
them make other arrange¬ 
ments to get to where they 
are going safely.
